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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wakefield et al USPN 6,879,860. Wakefield et al. teach a method of optimizing a 
cochlear implant electrode array using a genetic algorithm in which feed back from a the 
person or from sensors located on the patient providing input to the next selection of 
parameters. Various parameters including channel selection are tested. The device 
finds the optimal setting and thus inherently ends iterations in finding the desired 
setting. The device makes use of a fitness function and cross over between different 
solutions. While applicant recites spinal electrodes, the statement of intended usejs _ 
given little patentable weight absent any distinguishing structure.
